For Improved Highways 

The deliberations in connection with the annual convention of the Good 
Roads Association must have served to bring to the attention of the people 
of this Dominion the great importance of roads to our economic life. The 
subject should be of pertinent interest to the residents of the three prairie 
provinces, as this section is notably behind the rest of Canada in the con- 
' struction of paved roads. , 

The wide spaces of the west, together with the comparatively sparse 
population, have been important factors in bringing about this condition. 
Also the economic structure, as compared to some of the more densely 
populated sections, is another reason why the west may have lagged behind. 

Notwithstanding this, much credit must be given to the highway i 
administrators of the Western provinces for the manner in which they 
have carried on in the face of great difficulties during the years of depres-1 
sion. In the province of Saskatchewan, as an example, there is a total 
of 212,834 miles of roads, 5,764 miles being all weather roads, 155 miles 
are of bituminous treated gravel, the remainder being earth roads. 


Custom Has Been Dropped 

Eskimo Women Are Not Tattooed 
In These Modem Days 

Visitors to Canada’s northlapd 
were advised by National Museum 
officials to use their cameras if they 
see a tattooed Eskimo woman, ..be¬ 
cause, it will be their chance to re¬ 
cord the remnants of an age-old 
tradition that died easily when the j 
white man came. . i 

Painful tattooing, once used by i 
all Eskimo women and many In¬ 
dians, has become a lost art, said! 
Dr, Diamond Jenness, chief an¬ 
thropologist. 

As recently as 1916 when he spent i 
many months among the Eskimos 
studying their way of life, every! 
woman was tattooed and the cus¬ 
tom prevailed everywhere in the 
north. 

“The young Eskimo woman be¬ 
lieved she had to have tattoo mark¬ 
ings on her face to get a husband," j 
Dr. Jenness said. 

“To draw an awl or needle with J 
a soot-coated sinew attached to it 
under the skin was a painful pro¬ 
cess but was done willingly. When! 
the Eskimo community realized I 
white people did not use facial tat- j 
tooing, and professed no liking for 
the effect it caused, it was immedi- 
ately abandoned. 

“To-day older women still may be 
seen with the tattoo marks but the j, 
younger generation knows nothing j 
of it.”

WILL PUNISH NAZIS RESPONSIBLE FOR MURDER AND OPPRESSION 


Melbourne.—The Australian cabi- ’ 
net completed a review of plans for 
maintaining and strengthening an 
unbroken defence line from India 
through Malaya to North Australia 
and New Zealand. 

Nature of the plans was not dis¬ 
closed, but the review followed a 
meeting of the war cabinet and 
chiefs of the three fighting services 
to discuss implications of a new 
agreement between Japcn and 
Portugal providing for a Japanese- 
operated air service between Indo¬ 
china and the island of Timor. Air¬ 
craft in the service would pass over 
! the Netherlands East Indies which 
recently refused to provide oil for 
the Japanese war machine. 

Sir Robert Brooke-Popham, Bri¬ 
tish commander in chief in the Far 
East, attended the meeting. 

Information submitted to the cabi¬ 
net revealed great improvement in 
the strength of the Far Eastern de¬ 
fence during the last six months and, 


in general co-ordination of the 
j forces holding this long line, it was 
said. A government spokesman in¬ 
dicated that all concerned are well, 
satisfied with progress. 

It was emphasized, however, that 
the defences have not yet been per¬ 
fected and further important dis¬ 
positions will be made. 

Sir Robert hinted at the closest 
collaboration between Britain, Aus¬ 
tralia, the United tSates' Philippines 
command and the Netherlands East 
Indies. He said the defence improve¬ 
ments included strengthening of the 
British forces in Malaya, and addi¬ 
tional guns and planes and war ma¬ 
terial for the Netherlands East In¬ 
dies, as well as reinforcements of 
Manila's defences. 

If the nations concerned are pre¬ 
pared to “meet the situation," he 
said, the extension of Japanese com¬ 
mercial air lines to Timor probably 
will not have important cons^r 
! quences. 243^

May w e hope 
that you will find it convenient to 
give this publicity through the me¬ 
dium of your paper as we think 
that the people would be inter¬ 
ested in reading this story. Thank¬ 
ing you for past favours. 

“You asked me what the Red 
Cross was doing for us. They 
don’t do anything for the boys un¬ 
til they take sick. Then they give 
all they can in comforts and it is 
quite a lot. But they do better 
than that. In the places that are 
bady bombed they help with cloth¬ 
ing, foodstuffs, hot drinks in the 
night and things like that. I just 
give you one little incident that 
happened and believe me, I am for 
ihe Red Cross from now on. If it 
will help to raise money use it. 

“I was up to London some time 
ago. Of course I was up for some 
fun and had it. Here they take in 
the sidewalks about ten o’clock. I 
came in to bed about eleven and 
before I got undressed the alert 
went. Of bourse like the rest I 
dove into a shelter, curled up in a 
corner and went to sleep. As I 
had my sweater and overcoat on, 
it wasn’t too bad. Along about six 
bells, I crawled out and rubbed 
the sleep out of my eyes, cussed a 
little at having to miss sleeping 
in a soft bed, and started to hunt

Tony Lycka On Second 
Trial Found Guilty 

At the Spripg sessions of the su¬ 
preme court in M’acleod, Tony 
Lycka, miner of Coleman, was tried 
and found guilty on a. charge of 
incest. He was sentenced to a term 
in Lethbridge jail. He appealed 
for a new trial, which opened on 
Monday morning before Mr. Jus¬ 
tice Tweedie. Evidence was main¬ 
ly a repetition of that previously 
given. 

Witnesses called * were Dr. 
Crawford Rose, H. C. McBurney 
and Alwyn Haysom, the latter 
two druggists of Coleman, who 
gave evidence of accused purchas¬ 
ing pills at their stores. 

Accused’s daughter was a wit¬ 
ness against her father, and he 
denied the offence. The judge in 
summing up the evidence during 
his address to the jury, pointed out 
that either one of the witnesses 
might have committed perjury, and 
it was for the jury to decide whom 
they considered was telling the 
truth. 

The jury of six men returned a 
verdict of guilty, and Lycka was 
immediately sentenced to two 
years in Saskatchewan peniten¬ 
tiary. The time he has already 
spent in jail, about fifteen months, 
will count as part of the sentence. 

J. Vaselnak, barrister, of Leth¬ 
bridge, defended Lycka, and the 
crown prosecutor was J. L. Faw¬ 
cett, K.C., of Macleod.
